The visit of 
Mr. William Borthwick, Min- 
ister for Lands, to dscuss 
Truganina Estate Develop- 
ment only last week, will con- 
tribute to the development of 
Altona in years to come.

The other letter was from 
Mrs. Betty Glennon, who 
agreed that horses had to be 
under control, and 
people had to make way for 
progress, but considered the 
Council was harsh in framin, 
the by-law.

She said few horse owners 
could obtain an acre of land. 

“A child who has an inter- 
est is not the child who goes 
around breaking windows and 
bashing people,” she said, 
and suggested’ that the Coun- 
cil print a list of do’s and 
dont’s for horseowners to en- 
able them to fit in with the 
Council’s wishes. 

“The purpose of the by-law 
was to enable the Council to 
have some form of control 
over horses,” Cr. Crofts said. 
“At present we have no 
method of control. 

“Although the by-law speci- 
fies one acre ‘of land, there 
is provision for the people to 
keep horses with a permit if 
they haven't got an acre. 

“I can understand the con- 
cern expressed in these let- 
ters, but I am sure if law- 
abiding people, who know 
and love horses and under- 
stand their needs, need have 
no fear of the by-law. 

“In fact, I feel the by-law 
is to their advantage. 

“The original intention of 
the Council was to restrict 
those who are giving the 
genuine horse-lovers a bad 
name. Some of these people 
have been abusive to \Council 
officers and councillors, 
-"These are the ones we 
want to control. We don’t 
want to knopk the genuine 
horse-lovers.’ 

Cr. Stewart said the days 
were long gone ;when the 
Council could afford to allow 
people to keep horses in 
backyards and front gardens. 

“People can apply for a 
permit to keep a horse on 
less than an acre,” he said. 
“This by-law was brought in 
to stop the keeping of horses 
in backyards and front gard- 
ens. It is to the benefit of 
horse-lovers. 

“The references to vanda- 
lism isn’t right. The bad 
horse-keepers are the ones 
who tear up nature strips and 
other people’s gardens. They 
do as much or more damage 
than vandals. 

“This minority is, unfor- 
tunately, forcing us to bring 
in the bylaw. I sympathise 
with the children who have 
horses, but each application 
for a permit will be consid- 
ered separately.” 

Cr. ,P. Lynch said he, more 
than any other councillor, 
was acquainted .with the 
problems of keeping horses. 
He said that as chairman of 
tte Junior Council, he was 
continually being asked about 
it. 2 

7T have suggested to the 
children that they get to 
gether with their parents to 
form a pony club — then the 
Council would look for an 
area to set aside for them. 
“Bad boys and girls don't 
keep ponies — only good kids 
have horses.””

Excess Rent A 
Problem ? 


High rents were one of 
the main causes of poverty, 
but they cruld be lowered 
if tenants submit their case 
to the Fair Rents Board, Dr. 
J. F. Cairns said recently, 

Dr. Cairns, Federal Mem- 

* ber for Lalor, said that the 
hardship faced by tenants 
had been reported by a Sal- 
vation Army officer during 
the Army’s recent appeal in 
the Western Suburbs. 

Dr, Cairns said that inves- 
tigation had often shown 
that one of the main causes 
of poverty among families 
and pensioners particularly 
was excess rent. People re- 
mained poor unless the rent 
was greatly reduced. 

“Many years ago, it was 
considered wrong. for rents 
to exceed one-fifth of the in- 
come,” he said. “But I have 
known of many cases where 
the rent is well over half 
the family income. 

“Over many years I have 
witnessed case after case of 
unfair rents. The landlord 
had no justification what- 
ever. .On many occasions, 
referring the case to the 
Fair Rents. Board had re- 
sulted in a competent  in- 
vestigation. This had been
